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1. After 0 RElMER's re^urfr from leave, I discussed Subject with hij^/ 

and outlined in general tjieprobleias as cited in reference. In reply, he 
provided the follovdn^fetails concexyilhg their- operation HEHLEREI: The 

UPSWING agent, . been in touch with 

Wolfgang *H0EHpJEforappr6xiinately ohe year during which time he has seen 
the latter about every seven weeks. At their meetings, HOHiEH gives 
MESSERSCHMIDT a list of several persons living in the Federal Republic with 
the request that he investigate the individuals, prepare reports on them, 
and bring the information to the next meeting. In his capacity as a private 
detective, MESSERSCHMIDT has encountered little difficulty in fulfilling his 
assignments. HOEUER has never commented on MESSERSCHMIDT 1 s reports nor asked 
for follow-ups. 

2. © REIM-R states that of ths approximately fifty persons so far in- 
vestigated, none, except possibly MUENCH, has a background or job that would 
indicate a clear reason for the MfS's interest,. It is true that some have 
traveled legally to the DDR (e.g. MUENCH) and may therefore appear attractive 
to the MfS as potential couriers, etc. But, as 6 REIMER points out, in no 
Case have UPSWING'S file checks of the persons concerned turned up any 
definitive Item of intelligence interest. UPSWING is therefore somewhat 
mystified that HOULES should be engaging in this apparently unproductive 
exercise. Under these circumstanoes € REIMER does not view the MfS request 
for information on MUENCH necessarily as a sign of serious recruitment 
intentions. 

3. When I pointed out that a KMJUNKMAN investigat .on would probably 
follow our itjiforming USAFE of HOEUER 's apparent interest in MUENCH , @ REIME3L 
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did net apeoifloally request ua to hold up informing USAFS. Ho reallaee 
that ouoh Is a formality wo Mgr hav* to oboorro. Ho did boob ooaovhat 
appall od that 1CMJTJNKMAN night taka fairly draatic notion agaiurt a parson 
vboao name la on an HfS liat for roaaona that aro not at all oloar. I 
atatod that we would, of oouroo, try to proteat UTSVaiJQ'a Operational 
Internets, but that wo hod referred the decision for informing U8AFX to 
KOBAKX.ln Frankfurt, Please let us know wbat action is to bo takon In 
tho matter. 
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
